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EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
for  the  Year  ended  30th  September,  1937. 


To  the  Subscribers  to  the  North  wood,  Pinner  and  District  Hospital. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  has  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report 
for  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1937.  The  Hospital  is  now  in 
its  18th  year,  and  is  experiencing  severe  “growing  pains”  due  to  many 
additional  calls  on  its  resources,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  the 
back  of  the  cover. 

Work. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  for  the  year  under  review 
has  increased  from  653  to  716;  the  number  of  days  each  patient  was 
resident  has  decreased  from  15.66  to  13.18,  which  has  resulted  in  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  patient-days  from  10224  to  9441.  The  main 
reasons  for  this  decrease  are  the  fact  that  216  tonsil  cases  were  treated 
this  year  compared  with  134  last  year— the  average  stay  in  these 
cases  being  four  days — and  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  whose  residence  did  not  exceed  3  days,  i.e.  137  compared 
with  107  last  year.  Further,  during  February,  owing  to  a  severe  epi¬ 
demic  of  influenza  among  the  nursing  staff,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  stop  admission  of  patients,  other  than  emergency  cases,  for  a  period 
of  ten  days.  There  was  thus  a  loss  of  360  patient-days.  The  Hospital 
accommodation  proved  insufficient  to  deal  with  the  la,rge  number  of 
Tonsil  cases  requiring  treatment  during  the  year,  and  a  waiting  list 
had  to  be  adopted  so  as  to  regulate  admissions. 

X-Ray  Examinations  have  increased  from  902  to  1032,  patients 
attending  the  Massage  and  Electrical  Department  have  made  2196 
visits,  an  increase  of  38%  over  the  preceding  year. 

Operations  performed  show  an  increase  from  588  to  651. 
Management  Committee. 

Since  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  the  following  have  been 
elected  to  the  Management  Committee,  Mr.  W.  Lavender,  Ruislip, 
Miss  B.  White,  Ruislip  Common,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Prowting,  Ruislip. 
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Resignations. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gordon  has  resigned  his  appointment  to  the  Medical 
Staff  on  leaving  the  district,  and  carries  with  him  the  best  wishes  of 
the  management  Committee  for  his  future  success.  Mr.  C.  D.  Iliff, 
Hon.  Secretary  for  many  years,  resigned  this  office  at  the  end  of  Septem¬ 
ber.  His  friendly  personality  and  ready  help  in  all  circumstances 
will  be  very  much  missed.  A  letter  of  resignation  has  also  been  received 
with  great  regret,  from  Mrs.  Payne,  Hon.  Assistant  Treasurer.  My 
Committee  are  extremely  grateful  to  Mrs.  Payne  for  the  energy  she  has 
displayed  in  organising  the  Pinner  House  to  House  Collections,  also 
the  collection  of  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  and  would  take  this 
opportunity  for  placing  on  record  our  deep  appreciation  of  her  services. 

Appointment. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Maskell  was  appointed  Secretary  to  the  Hospital  on 
the  12th  April,  1937,  and  the  results  of  his  work  are  already  being 
felt  in  the  increased  efficiency  in  the  organisation. 

Receipts. 

The  Management  Committee  tender  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Hospital  Savings  Association  and  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund  for 
the  help  given  by  these  two  contributory  Associations  for  services 
rendered  to  their  members. 

Gifts  in  Kind. 

Grateful  thanks  are  tendered  to  numerous  friends  for  the  many 
generous  gifts  we  have  received  during  the  year. 

Hon.  Treasurer. 

The  name  of  Mr.  W.  H.  W.  Greenslade  is  put  forward  for  re- 
election  as  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  my  Committee  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  expressing  their  thanks  to  him  for  the  very  valuable  help 
he  has  given  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Voluntary  Helpers. 

It  is  difficult  to  find  words  adequately  to  express  our  gratitude 
to  all  those  who  have  assisted  with  voluntary  service,  but  special 
reference  must  be  made  to  the  Honorary  Auditors,  Messrs.  Mellors, 
Basden  &  Co.,  Chartered  Accountants,  for  their  practical  help. 
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Thanks  are  also  tendered  to  the  Consultant,  Medical,  Dental, 
Massage  and  Chiropodist  Staffs,  the  local  Ministers  of  Religion  of 
all  denominations,  and  all  other  willing  helpers. 

Nursing  Staff. 

My  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
efficient  and  devoted  manner  in  which  Matron  and  her  staff  have 
carried  out  their  responsible  duties. 

Pound  Day. 

Pound  Day  was  held  on  the  14th  October,  1936,  and  thanks  to 
the  energy  displayed  by  the  organisers  and  the  generosity  of  many 
kind  friends  including  the  pupils  of  the  schools  in.  the  district  resulted 
in  the  collection  of  5,896  lbs.  of  provisions  valued  at  £129  16s.  2d. 
and  £41  17s.  6d.  in  cash.

Publicity. 

The  Hospital  would  be  unable  to  announce  forthcoming  events 
and  also  report  on  its  activities  were  not  the  columns  of  the  press  so 
readily  placed  at  its  disposal.  We  are,  therefore,  deeply  indebted  to 
the  Proprietors  of  the  Middlesex  Advertiser  and  County  Gazette 
and  the  Harrow  Observer  for  their  courtesy. 

Accounts. 

Income .  Turning  to  the  Accounts,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  total 
Income  for  the  year  ended  30th  September,  1937,  shows  an  increase 
of  £954  over  the  corresponding  figure  last  year.  This  is  accounted  for 
mainly  by  the  fact  that  during  the  year  under  review,  we  received 
in  Cash  and  Securities  Legacies  amounting  to  £656.  Our  Donations 
were  also  augmented  by  an  anonymous  gift  of  £200  received  just 
before  the  close  of  the  j^ear  towards  the  equipment  of  the  Hospital. 
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Expenditure.  The  total  Expenditure  of  the  Hospital,  as  will  be 
seen,  has  increased  by  £457. 

This  is  principally  accounted  for  by  increased  expenditure  under 
the  heading  of  “Renewals  and  Repairs”  both  to  Buildings  and  Plant, 
Furniture,  Bedding,  Crockery,  etc.,  and  Salaries  and  Wages,  the  latter 
including  increases  in  Staff  salaries. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  Statistical  Tables,  the  average  Weekly 
Cost  of  each  in-patient  has  increased  during  the  year  by  14/4  and 
now  stands  at  £4  18s.  5d. 


Balance  Sheet.  The  Loan  Outstanding  at  30th  September,  1936, 
£200,  has  been  repaid  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  transferred  to  Building  Fund  at  the  close  of  the 
year  the  sum  of  £1,131  12s.  7d.  This  Fund  now  corresponds  with  the 
Capital  Expenditure  on  Land,  Buildings  and  Equipment  of  the 
Hospital,  incurred  to  date  (per  Contra),  namely  £30,200  18s.  7d. 


Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  my  Committee  tender  their  warmest  thanks  to 
all  kind  friends  who  have  subscribed  in  the  past,  coupled  with  the 
hope  that  your  assistance  will  be  continued,  so  that  my  Committee 
will  be  in  a  position  to  render  even  greater  service  to  the  community 
in  the  future.
